Y GRANDFATHER S FARM WAS IN WESTERN CONNECTICUT, 
where the brooks flow into the Housatonic River. He must have 
been a good farmer, for he brought up a sizable family, and 
sent one son to Yale. To be a good farmer meant hard work all 
around the year, yet he found time to indulge his love of reading, 
and to cultivate his great admiration for Sir Walter Scott. One of his 
treasures was a little blue book, ‘The Lady of the Lake.” He knew 
long passages of it by heart, and he sang “Hail to the Chief with 
great enjoyment 

Then came Sir Walter’s death, in 1832, and in due time a com 
plete edition of his works was published in America, an exciting 
event for all who had been following the Waverley trail. Now Grand- 
father was, let us say, given to the practice of thrift; the spending of 
every penny was a matter of careful consideration. But there was 
no withstanding the appeal of this complete edition; here was some 
thing he must have, so off went an order to New York. That was an 
exciting period—sending the order, the days of waiting, at last the 
arrival and unpacking of the books, thirty-odd volumes bound in 
black cloth. 

Winter was approaching, and the evenings in my grandparents 
kitchen fell into a pattern which I will describe as they were de- 
scribed to me, many years later 

Standing at right angles to the fireplace was a long couch, called 
the “lounge; upon this grandfather stretched himself, set a lighted 
candle on his chest, adjusted his book to the best advantage, and for 
a time knew no other world than that of Sir Walter. Another candle 
lighted Grandmother and her work; she busied herself with the 
family mending or with knitting into socks and mittens the yarn she 
had spun on the big wheel, all the time quietly nursing her own 
longing for books 

The boys came home f ging school, and perhaps had time 
for a game of checkers before bed-time. When the clock struck nine 
the book was closed, the fire was covered, the boys went up stairs to 
bed, their elders to the bedroom adjoining the kitchen 

Grandmother watched alertly until Grandfather had fallen into 
the deep sleep of the tired farmer; then she slipped out of her side 
of the bed and into the kitchen; she raked a coal from the fire 
lighted her candle, and there, wrapped in a quilt and crouched on 
the hearth, she took her turn with the delightful heroes and heroines 
of the beloved author. Back into bed she crept, in time to catch a 
little sleep and be ready to face the new day's work 

This my grandmother told me when she was very old. Now I am 
old, and it is my pleasure to pass the story on to those who come 
after me

Handmade Windsors 


, TWENTY YEARS AGO LEON 
Lewis, who lives in the Bakerville section 
of New Hartford, Connecticut, bought a 
chest of old tools, patterns and other odd- 
ments of the carpenter's trade. Included 
in the lot was a contour template for the 
top cross member of the back of a Wind 
sor arm chair. The graceful curves of the 
pattern so caught his fancy that Mr. Lewis 
(/eft) set to work learning about, then 
producing such Windsor chairs—as an 
avocation. He's still at it—one of the rela 
tive handful of men in this country at 
least—who turn out entirely hand made 
W indsors 

Over the years the Lewis Windsors 
have earned a respectful recognition, 
amongst a comparatively small circle of 
connoiseurs who have been privileged to 
own them, for their grace, comfort and 
sturdiness. The maker, an individualist of 
unpredictable moods, may charge a fair 
price for a chair—but almost as often he

will give one away, depending on how 
well he knows and likes the recipient 
He has never developed his chair work as 
a business, but is content to engage in it

Recipe with a 
History

a WHAT AN OUT-OF-SPACE OUT 
of-time enchantment does a 
glimpse of an old-time kitchen take 
us back down the staircase of the 
years! These were not pla es for the 
swift production of well-balanced 
meals. Meals there were, and such 


meals—vast in quantity, and with 


tantalizing odors and delicious fla 
vors 

Such meals as those of Grandma 
Hardy who “lived on Haggett’s Pond 
Road in Andover, Massachusetts, in 
an old farmhouse where she brought 
up six sons and four daughters,” ac 
cording to this month’s winner, her 
grand daughter, Florence M. Abbott 
of Andover 

As in so many of the old New 
England farm homes, the kitchen 
was the family center, a desk in one 
corner where grandfather kept his 
daily accounts, such as what he had 
done on the farm that day, planting 
of seed or reaping of harvest, work 
done for neighbors, weather, and 
church attendance 

Children gathered around the big 
dining table for study or play, and 
grandma sat mending in her rocking 
chair. I can well remember as a wee 
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girl sitting in that old farmhouse 


kitchen pulling raisins from a large 
cluster and being so careful that 
none of the little brown stems got 
mixed in 

“Mother used to tell about her 
brothers moving out the kitchen 
stove to the ‘summer kitchen’ which 
was one step down in the ell of the 
house. Then they would gather to 
gether some of the young people 
from neighboring farms and have a 
square dance. They could get three 
sets’ in the kitchen 

“T also have fond recollections of 
Grandma's old feather beds which 
were such fun to tumble around in, 
and also the little trundle bed which 
was pulled out from under the big 
bed for visiting grandchildren 

“Grandma went to her reward in 
08, but well I remember the plum 
pudding which she served at 
Thanksgiving when her family got 
together to celebrate a bountiful har- 
vest. Then, as I grew up, Mother 
made this same mouth-watering 
holiday desert. Afterwards, for many 
years, | wished that I, too, might use 
Grandmother’s recipe, but no 
amount of searching among Moth 
er's old receipt books brought it to 
light 

“This summer, while searching 
for treasures in our old barn which 
was about to be torn down, a pac ket 
of letters turned up which was writ 
ten to me by Grandma when I was 
just starting school. She mentions in 
one: “Thought Mama was coming up 
in Chestnut Time’ and ‘strawberries 
are rather cheap just now—Uncle 
Charlie bought three boxes for a 
quarter.’ 

“Among the letters was tucked in 
a paper, the edges of which were 
brown with age and which bore that 
long lost plum pudding recipe in my 
very own round childish handwrit
